REGINA, Dec. 13.—Hon. Newton 
W. Revell, chairman of the Royal 
Commission on Dominion-Pre- 
vincial relations, is inclined to 
agree with the long-standing 
complaint of the municipalities 
that government business enter- 
prises should be subject to muni- 
cipal taxes just as any other pro- 

perty. 

After a review of the municipal 
financial problem Saturday by the; 
Urban Municipalities Association, 
Mr. Rowell agreed there was “a 
@reat deal to be said” for taxing 
railway property (also exempt in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta), 
EXEMPT BY CHARTER 

Attorney-General T. C. Davis ex: | 
plained that the Canadian Pacific 
railway was exempted from taxa-| 
tion on its main lines for all time 
by the terms of its charter in 1881 
and those terms had been included 
in the provincial constitutions of 
1905. | 

“In other words, they gave the 
C.P.R. concessions at the expense 
of the people of these two pro- 
vinces,” Mr..Davis said. “The fu- 
ture people of these provinces,” 
added Mr. Rowell. 

Mr. Davis read from the statute: | 
“... shall be forever free from tax- | 
ation by the Dominion or any pro- 
vince hereafter to be established or | 
by any municipality therein.” This 


applied to the (then) Northwest 
Territories. | 
The railway company took the! 


Position in a statement to the prov- | 
ince in 1928 that it was entirely 
free from personal and property | 
taxation and regarded payments it| 
was making to the province merely 
@s contributions, Mr. Davis said. 


The province received a total of 
$404,000 from all steam railroads | 
last year, not as a tax but by agree- | 
ment with the roads, Mr. Davis} 
added. While the province could | 
tax the Canadian National Railways | 
it was felt the two roads had to be| 
treated equally “when the C.P.R. 
goes scott free.” 

The Canadian Pacifie contended 
that even if its charter exemption 
did not cover all branch lines, that 
only 163 per cent of its earnings in| 
Saskatchewan could be attributed 
to branch lines not exempt. 

The company contended the ex- 
emption applied to 15 miles of main 
line and 1,770 miles of charter 
branches, but did not apply to 2,141 
miles of non-charter branches, Mr. 
Davis said. 


WAS EXPEDIENT 

“Having regard to the wide ex- 
emption claimed by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, the Saskatchewan 
government has heretofore deemed 
it expedient to accept settlement on 
the basis of the agreements which 
have been entered into from time 
to time,” he told the commission 

“It was considered advisable to 
follow this course of action rather 
than to embark on litigation with 
the company, the re-ults of which 
might conceivably place the prov- 
ince in @ less advantageous posi- 
tion.” 

Mayor R. M. Pinder, of Saskat- 
toon, told the commission his city | 
had taken back 32 per cent of its | 
entire area for tax arrears, most | 
of the property being unimproved.

The province, it was learned on 
Monday, is also protesting to the 
Dominion, some other features of 
the new relief agreement and some 
modifications are being suggested. 

In the proposed agreement, the 
Dominion has agreed to pay 35 per 
cent of the total cost of relief in 
the province, provided that that 
total does not exceed the $125,000 
a month, which it proposes to pay 
by way of monthly grant in aid. 
In the alternative the Dominion 
proposes to pay a straight $125,000 
a month without reference to the 
percentage stipulating that the 
course it follows will be in respect 
to “whichever is the lesser.”

EMPIRE ISOLATION 


Through his London Express, Lord Beaver- 
brook informs the people of Great Britain that 
“The time has come to ring down the curtain on 
Geneva and build up the Empire.” The time 
to build up the Empire is of course always pre- 
sent, albeit the means to be employed in the 
building are somewhat different from those em- 
ployed by Mr. Max Aitken to acquire the where- 
withall to buy a London paper and qualify for 
a title. 

If this reference to Geneva has any bearing 
on realities it means that Britain should aban- 
don the ideal of collective security and urge the 
Dominions into a policy of maintaining armies 
and fleets of warships and airplanes sufficient to 
make the Empire self-dependent against any 
possible combination of enemies.

Hon. Solon Low says he hopes, and expects, 
to reach the end of the fiscal year without in- 
creasing the provincial debt; he does not hope 
to be able te reduce it. To make ends meet there 
js to be “close budgetting” for the remaining 
three and a half months. Which may be taken to

The need for so doing, if the province is to 
live within its income, was shown in the cash 
statement for the first half of the year. While a 
reduction of three-quarters of a million was 
then shown in the debt, this showing ignored the 
fact that no money had been paid into the sink- 
ing fund, while interest on the debt was 
calculated at the half-rate whitch bond-holders 
refuse to admit is full satisfaction of their claims. 
If the sinking fund payments are to be set aside, 
and any allowance made for the possibility that 
full contract interest rates may some day have 
to be paid, these items will have to be covered by 
economy during the last half-year. 

If the Minister's objective is attained in the 
balancing of the budget, while the taxpayers 
may not hope for any reduction of taxation they 
may expect there will be no increases. 


THREE YEARS MORE? 

Speaking on the subject of private debts at a 
meeting in Macleod, Premier Aberhart stated: 
“The moratorium will stand until we have 
something better to give you and protect you 
from the financial interests who would take the 
very tools from your hands and deprive you of 
your homes.” Or in non-emotional language, 
until debts have been reduced generally into line 
with the average present ability of debtors to 
pay. 

In the matter of private debt, Albertans are 
now standing pat. They are neither getting 
farther in nor getting out. There are exceptions 
of course, cases where voluntary arrangements 
have been made between creditor and debtor, or 
where the Debt Adjustment Board has inter- 
vened and made a settlement. But in general the 
situation is static. Debts cannot be collected by 
process of law, and the Premier says they will 
not be so collectable until a balance is somehow 
struck between obligations and ability to pay. 

That passes the initiative to the creditors; the 
mortgage companies and other large creditors, 
who could if they chose set the pace for smaller 
ones. What do they propose to do about it? Is 
there no possibility of arranging a general 
scheme of settlement that would short-cut 
legislation and disallowance and appeals to the 
Privy Council, and bring an immediate clearing 
up of the “mess”? Or are we to have a con- 
tinuance of the present deadlock for another 
three years, with its blighting effect upon investe 
ment, credit and employment?

The Government of Saskatchewan did not 
permit false modesty or political fear to prevent 
it putting the position of that province before the 
Rowell] Commission in all its stark hopeless.

These are matters of as vital interest to resi- 
dents of Alberta as to people living in Sask- 
atchewan; and having the same bearing on the 
solvency of this province and its ability to pay 
its way in future. It does not appear that action 
by the Dominion in any of the directions asked 
would counter the aims or prevent the trying 
out of the theories of Major Douglas. Failure to 
urge such action on behalf of Alberta would be 
bad business, and in the nature of a “let down” 
for the other two ) prairie provinces.

AUSTRALIAN WHEAT 

Exports of wheat and flour from Australia 
for the period beginning December 1, 1936, to the 
week ending October 4, 1937, totalled 86,974,236 
bushels, compared with 84,897,680 bushels for the 
corresponding period of 1935-36 and 88,649,352 
bushels for 1934-35, writes Mr. Frederick Palmer, 
Canadian Trade Commissioner at Melbourne, 
in the Commercial Intelligence Journal. The 
price of wheat to growers, per bushel at country 
sidings, is equivalent to 90 cents Canadian, and 
the price per bushel] f.0.b. steamer is approxi- 
mately $1.03 Canadian. 

Although the exports of wheat from Austra- 
lia recently have been of relatively small pro- 
portions, the surplus stocks are being gradually 
reduced and indications are that the carryover 
into the new season will be small. Recent gen- 
eral rains in Victoria have raised the estimate 
for the new crop to 166,000,000 bushels, the dis- 
tribution being approximately as follows: West- 
ern Australia, 33,000,000 bushels; South Austra- 
lia, 40,000,000; Victoria, 40,000,000; New South 
Wales, 50,000,000; Queensland, 3,000,000 bushels. 
If this estimate proves to be correct, it will be 
the largest yield for Australia since 1933, when 
177,260,000 bushels were harvested.

WHEAT SITUATION IN CHINA 
The official crop returns for China issued by 
the National Agricultural Research Bureau for 
the current crop year ended July 31, estimated 
wheat production at 636,459,000 bushels, writes 
Mr. M. T. Stewart, assistant Canadian Trade 


. Commissioner at Shanghai, in the Commercial 


Intelligence Journal. These estimated returns 
are approximately 25 per cent less than the 1936 
crop which was, however, exceptionally good 
throughout China. This year the North China 
returns have been very disappointing, which 
largely accounts for the decrease in the total 
crop. 

It is expected that there will be very little 
activity in the trade for at least the next six 
months, and it is quite probable that no worth- 
while importations of wheat will take place 
throughout the remainder of this crop year. 

The flour millers have confirmed the opinion 
of the grain trade that, although the 1937 crop 
has been rather poor, it will probably take care 
of most of the requirements of China until such 
time as the new crop is harvested, about the 
middle of next year. 


LOOSE HANDLING OF WORDS 


It is good to see Lord Tweedsmuir raise his 
influential voice against the growing propensity 
for loose bandying of words. Because, apart 
from its sheer slovenliness, with its promotion of 
loose thought, it is in even more vital things 
thoroughly mischievous. 

There are those words “Fascism” and “Com- 
munism.” So persistently are they used without 
attempt at definition, we are in danger of hav- 
ing all humanity halved into “Fascists” and 
“Communists”. Let a public man or a Govern- 
ment advocate’ anything that may seem authori- 
tarian and immediately he or it is put down 
as a “Fascist”. Let anybody proclaim some 
idea out of harmony with the orthodox, and 
promptly in the mouths of thousands he be- 
comes a “Communist”—A “Red”. 

We speak gibly of “Communism” in Russia. 
Yet there is no Communism in Russia. Russia 
may have what might be called (but then even 
only loosely) State Capitalism, but everybody 
who has ever read Marx knows that what they 
have in Russia is as far removed from Com- 
munism as it is from liberalism. 

Of late, too, another word has come to us— 
Ideology. Related to conditions in this continent, 
it is a silly word, absolutely meaningless. Yet 
all our young intellectuals, seemingly attracted 
by a word which may sound scholarly, stud 
everything they write or say with “ideology.” 

Still another bad habit—with words—is the 
habit of hyperbole. Of slinging about adjectives 
without any sense of proportion. This week, to 
take but one example, we read in the Book Re- 
view section of the New York Times that Mr. 
Churchill's latest book, “Great Contempor- 
aries” is “the finest he hes written”. Which is 
nonsense. Mr. Churchill has written great 
books: the biography of his father, his war- 
memoirs, his Marlborough. His “Great Con- 
temporaries”, no matter how judged, is merely 
a run-of-the-mill book. Others, and in this 
generation, have done the same sort of book, 
and a great deal better. 

The danger of such loose use of words is that 
it makes for inexact thinking, for muddled 
thinking, and, consequently, for loose and’ mud- 
dled action. In a democracy, where words are 
inescapably the cradle of action, the evil is too 
manifest to be labored.—Ottawa Journal. 


THE SPEED OF BIRDS 

“O that I had the wings of a dove!” sighed the 
psalmist a few thousand years before man was 
able to make reservations in a passenger plane. 
“Swift as a swallow” was considered the ulti- 
mate in flying speed in the old days. 

It is disheartening to those of us who cherish 
traditional beliefs, even when those beliefs are 
wrong, to read the ruthless expose of the slow- 
ness of birds given by S. F. Aaron in the 
Scientific American. 

Mr. Aaron has appointed himself traffic cop 
for our feathered friends, scientifically clocking 
their flight over a given course. He reports that 
few, if any, birds violate the speed limit. “It is 
high time,” says Mr. Aaron severely, “to correct 
some of the traditional assertions. Nothing offers 
a wider chance for miscalculation, and many 
oft-quoted statements by writers of scientific 
acumen indulge the very common and eagerly 
received notions that are exaggerated. Audubon, 
by no means always accurate, yielded to the 
same tendency.” 

Determined that no bird should put any- 
thing over on him, Mr. Aaron established a test- 
flight course on the bluff bordering Corpus 
Christi Bay, some five or six miles below the 
City of Corpus Christi, on the southern Texas 
coast. 

The first flyer was an egret. Speed, “a little 
less than twenty miles an hour.” A freight train 
would be ashamed if it couldn't do better. 

Another egret, a young one. Same speed. 

Brown pelicans, “They “fell behind the rec- 
ord of the egrets by four secon: 

A black skimmer. He evaded the test (wise 
bird), approaching the course at an angle and 
making a wide turn. 

Four blue-winged teals, probably mated, ina 
big hurry, but making only thirty-one and a half 
miles an hour, “by no means phenomenal.” 

Mr. Aaron admits that all these birds prob- 
ably could have done better if they had exerted 
themselves. He says: 

“All birds commonly fly with the least pos- 
sible effort, and when necessary they can and do 
improve their speeds, But I think the birds 
which we observe indicated that they were at 
least in somewhat of a hurry, 

“The speed of waterfowl! have been tested by 
airplanes. One staternent makes the heavy, com- 
paratively slow canvasback duck fly faster than 
the pintail, which is generally considered swift; 
it also gives the canvasback a speed 25 percent, 
faster than the mallards, which is altogether 
absurd. 

“Automobiles, the speedometers of which are 
quite accurate, meet the need of even more con- 
vincing tests if, by rather rare chance, while 
touring country highways, birds will fly parallel 
with the road, even for short distances.

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Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY, 

As asthma is such a distressing disease, the 
one suffering from it is prodded into trying to 
find a remedy. In many instances, remedies 
will provide temporary relief but do not bring 
about a lasting cure and it is therefore a com- 
mon experience for the asthmatic to conclude 
that his disease belongs to the “incurable” class. 
However, in my own experience, I find that this 
disorder is readily relieved and that in almost 
every case, the patient may be permanently 
helped by the use of such measures as fasting and 
dieting. 

In the cure of any disorder, the cure depends 
upon removal of the cause or causes producing 
it. This is likewise true in asthma. In the cases 
which I have examined, the basic causes could 


‘ be sifted down to the following three: first, an 


excessive gas pressure against the diaphragm; 
second, excessive formation of mucus in the 
bronchial tubes; and third, weakness of the 
diaphragm (breathing muscle) which prevents 
the patient from enjoying normal freedom of 
movement in breathing in and out. 


What are usually called ‘asthmatic causes, 
such as irritating dust, the inhalation of plant 
pollens, etc. are only exciting causes. When 
the bronchial tubes are so congested that they 
are chronically engorged, then it may require 
only a slight irritation to bring on the acute 
attack. In many people, such an attack follows 
exposure to cat fur, felt, feathers, orris root in 
face powder, or even the ink in the picture sec- 
tion of the Sunday paper. None of these sub- 
stances, however, will be capable of inducing 
asthma until the underlying causes are present. 
Moreover, they will cease to have the power to 
bring on the attacks once the basic causes are 
removed. 

The attack usually comes on suddenly, fol- 
lowing certain warning symptoms which the 
patient learns to recognize. The hands may be 
cold and the face may turn blue and become 
covered with beads of sweat. 
it increasingly hard to breathe and feels that he 
is in danger of sudden death from lack of air. 
The difficulty in breathing produces the peculiar 
“wheezing” sound heard during an attack of 
bronchial asthma, as the air fights against the 
obstructing mucus in the bronchial tubes them- 
selves. 

The patient may mention a peculiar sensation 
of heaviness in the chest and may say that he 
feels as though he has a ten-storey office build- 
ing piled on the chest. 

In the beginning he may have some trouble 
with a hard, dry cough but at the height of the 
attack the cough begins to raise sputum which is 
characteristic in that it carries small bits of 
mucus which look like beads of tapioca. These 
are called “Laeenec’s Pearls.” Once these pearls 
are raised, breathing usually becomes easier. 

An attack may last a few minutes, a few 
hours, or even a few days. In itself, asthma is 
not as dangerous to life as it appears to the one 
who is watching the patient fight through the 
attack, and it has been observed that asthmatics 
seem to live about as long as anyone else. 

The efficiency of the fasting treatment will 
never be more quickly seen than in its applica- 
tion to this malady, but a careful diet using only 
the smallest amount of starch and sug2r, will 
also bring about improvement, although the rate 
of improvement is much slower than if the initial 
fast were used. In tomorrow's article I will dis- 
cuss the use of the fast as a means of securing 
relief in asthma, and will give you more inform- 
ation. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION—Mrs. C. G. writes: “When the 
face is thin, is there any way to make the cheeks 
round and plump without adding fat to the hips 
and abdomen?” 

ANSWER: When the face is inclined to be 
thin, I do not know of any dependable method 
for applying some preparation from the outside 
which will build up the tissues underneath. The 
pores of the skin do not have the abilty to con- 
vert food into healthy tissue. The growth of fat 
under the skin which causes the cheeks to appear 
plump is the work of metabolism, and the ma- 
terial-for such fatty deposits must come from 
the blood itself. If food is to properly nourish 
the skin, it must first be digested and assimilated 
in the alimentary canal, and then be brought to 
the skin tissues by the blood. However, the 
patient with a thin face will usually be found to 
have a sluggish circulation, especially in the 
muscles and skin of the face. Massage or patting 
treatments will help to tone up the circulation 
and thus stimulate increased tissue growth. Any 
measure which improves the facial circulation 
will help, including exercises. Systematic exer- 
cising of the facial muscles will often be of bene- 
fit through making the face firmer. If you wish 
to try to make the face appear plumper, use 
massage, with or without cold cream, and follow 
this by gently slapping the face all over; then 
finish with an ice rub. Do this by holding a 
smooth piece of ice in a towel and move it slowly 
over the entire face. This method will often 
accomplish good results when the face is too 
thin. However, in massaging, remember to al- 
ways stroke upward, thus “lifting” the face with 
the fingers. If there are broken capillaries, pro- 
ducing reddish patches, avoid the ice.

NEWSPAPERS AND FREEDOM 


Dean Ackerman of Columbia university has 
described the newspapers of the United States 
as the “safety valve of democracy.” That looks 
to be true. The newspaper is more ‘than a strict 
business institution although it must make 
money if it is to stay in business. It is a com- 
munity institution and as a medium that permits 
people to know what is going on in the world 
and to express views on public matters it be- 
comes a part of the democratic system. Most 
newspapers are reasonably sane. They perform 
a public service by criticizing public leaders or 
by permitting the public to criticize them. Such 
a spreading of views tends to keep persons and 
communities from going to excess. 

A democracy cannot exist without news- 
papers. The need is for newspapers that are 
able to express their views and that enable pub- 
lic sentiment to become known, The newspapers, 
like democracy itself, will be far from perfect. 
But a newspaper that has the freedom of de- 
mocracy to go its own way, lead its own life, 
make its own mistakes, is better than any kind of 
4 newspaper that can only speak with the per- 
mission of the state, the government, or what- 
ever clique that happens to be in control.—Re- 
gina Leader-Post,

A Day in Canadian History

One hundred years ago today 
William Lyon Mackenzie com- 
menced his term of exactly one 
month as “president of the provis- 
ional government of the, state of 
Upper Canada,” its seat being Navy 
Island, in the Niagara river. Two 
days before Mackenzie had been 
introduced to Rensellaer von Ren- 
sellaer, who claimed to be a mili- 
tary expert and who offered tu 
take command of the army of vol- 
unteers which was to invade Can- 
ada and the two, encouraged by 
many protestations of money and 
services, decided to take possession 
of Navy Island, British territory, 
and from there make war upon our 
side of the Niagara river. They 
left Buffalo early in the morning 
and stopped at Grand Island, where 
they had expected to take on board 
their vessel, 250 volunteers, two 
pieces of artillery, 450 stand of 
arms and a quantity of munitions 
and provisions, Instead only 24 
volunteers were there, no guns, few 
rifles and only two or three round: 
of ammunition. Mackenzie was s0 
despondent at this collapse of his 
plans that he was on the verge of 
returning to Buffalo and letting

M. Edmond Buron, Cana- 


dian Archivist, Addresses 
Comite France-Canada 


“The good name Campbell once 
was Beauchamp,” declared Mon- 
sieur Edmond Buron, Canadian 
archivi-t in Paris, when address- 
ing the Comite France-Canada 
dinner at the Macdo-ald hotel 
Saturday even'ng, on Anglo- 
French rela‘ticnsh ps, 

“Beauchamp was a typical Nor- 
man name, and when registered by 
landlords’ clerks (since Leclere and 
Clark) it was written in Latin, then 
the universally-written language in 
western Europe before Frank and 
Saxon tongues became French and 
English. So Beauchamp—now pro- 
nounced ‘Beecham’ in England— 
vas Inscribed as ‘Campus Bellus.’ 


which the peasants soon abbreviated | 


verbally to ‘Campbell.’ 


FIRED WITH AMBITION 

The speaker was introduced by 
a former school-mate, Judge Lucien 
Dubuc, who described M. Buron as 
an industrious and scholarly senior 
who “put himself through” St 
Boniface College and the Univer- 
sity of Manitoba, where he studied 
law. The distinguished French- 
Canadian archivist, translator, jour- 
nalist and author was described as 
being in student days fired with 


the ambition of going abroad to the) 


land of his ancestors, where he has 
since been delving in old French 


Colonial Office archives searching , 


for material on Canadian history. 

Judge Dubuc also explained the 
motto, “Je me souviens” (I remem- 
ber) of the province of Quebec, in 
a masterly speech. “The Quebecois,” 
said he, “remember France as a 
former parent, appreciate England 
as a kind foster-parent, and love 
Canada, their native land, above 
all.” 

French served as an ancestral 
tongue to the English language, and 
enriched it with a great proportion 
of its vocabulary, said the speaker, 
who mentioned as an example that 
the Domesday Book contained 
many French-Norman feudal ten- 
ants of William the Conqueror, 
Present-day British law terms are 
derived not only of Latin, but of 
French or Norman words, due, said 
he, to the persistence of Channel 


Island Normans in appealing their, 


lawsuits to the Duke of Normandy, 
as the King of England is called to 
this day in the British Channel Is- 
lands, off the coast of France. 


PRAISES TENACITY 


Speaking of Anglo-French racial | 


characteristics, M. Buron said the 


‘impulsive French have great ad- 


miration for the tenacity of the 
English, which the latter like to 
term as their “muddling through.” 
He also referred to the French as 
idealists who pride themselves for 
their lucidity of mind and expres- 


English tenacity, M- Buron 
eulogized in pointing out the de- 
termination of British power to 
dominate the world for peace. He 
said that Christopher Columbus 
studied for forty years medieval 
cosmography as described in a 
Parisian monk's “Ymago Mundi” 
(world picture)—which M. Buron 
translated from the original's 
photostats in Latin containing 
Columbus’ marginal notes—before 
the famous .explorer set out to 
prove that the world was round 
and discovered the new world in 
his quest for the western passage 
to the Indies. 

The France-Canada dinner was 


attended by members and friends, | 


among whom are many distinguish- 
ed English-Canadians in addition to 
French and_ French - Canadians. 
Among the former French is a 
linguistic accomplishment which 
increases their common interest in 
their search for “universality of 
tolerance and understanding of 
two parent races, for the better- 
ment of the Canadian nation.” 


BEST EXPRESSION 

The Canadian-born archivist. 
who has lived in France for 37 
years while proudly maintaining 
his British citizenship, donated his 
written speech io the Comite’ 
France-Canada, through the secre- 
. tary, M. de Savoye, at the request 
of members who felt his inspiring 
talk to be the best expression of 
the France-Canada’s endeavors. 

M. Buron, in conclusion, quoted 
Judge Alexander Mason, of New 
York, who took a leading part in 
organizing “Le Comite France- 
Amerique” as having done so “for 
the good of my country, more than 
for the friendship of France” after 
having toured Europe for several 
years, interviewing leaders, _ pro- 
fessional men and peasants in his 
search for “intellecutal Utopian 
ideals,” the nearest of which he 
claimed to have found in France. 

Mr. Justice Frank Ford, president 
of Le Comite France-Canada, as 
chairman, speaking in French, ask- 


ed Judge Dubuc to introduce, and} 


Mgr. Breynat to thank the guest 
speaker. 
Three national anthems were 


sung in French by the gathering: 
“La Marseillaise,” the original “O 
Canada,” and “Dieu Sauve Le Roi” 
(God Save the King).
